Coleridge was uncunctual, unbusiness like, 
improvideut and dreamy, to the full extent to 
which poets are said proverbially to be. When 
he married—Lis ieciures at Bristol having proved 
a failuie—he retired with Sara, hie wife, to a 
cotsage at Clevedon, near Bristo). Though the 
oottage was a poor one, consieting of little more 
than four bere walle, for which he psid only £5 
anoual rental, be and hie wife made it preity 
snug with the sid of the funds eupplied by their 
constant friend, Mr. Cotde, the Bristol book- 
seller, Coveridge decorated thia little cottage 
with all the graces that bie imacination and 
fancy could throw arouad it, 

Rut wetlog poetry would not make the poet's 
pot boll at al: briekly, and eo he bad to go a 
little nearer to the world, and went beck to 
Lrietol. Coleridge, however, wanted applice 
tiop, aud could eciroely be induced to work 
even though the prospect of liberal remunera- 
ton was offered to him. Hence, a few yoars 
alter inarriage, in July, 1796, we find bim thus 
groaning 'n the epirit to a friend: “S»>I am 
forced to write for bread! with the fighte of 
poeiic eothusiaam, when every minute | am 
hearing # groan from my wife—groans, snd 
compleinta, and sickness! The preeent hour I 
aio lo a qulckeot of embarrassments, and which- 
ever way I tarn # thorn runs into me! The 
future ia a clond and thick darknees! Poverty, 
perbaps, acd the thin facea of them that want 
bread looking up to me,” &c. Tois was not the 
kind af epirit to make oa wife happy—very dif- 
feren’, judeed, from the manly, couregeous and 
veif belp.ng Southey—and the poor wife suffered 
much. Whatever Coleridge touched failed ; hie 
fourpeary paper, the Watchinan, wae an abor- 
tion, and the verees he wrote for a London pa- 
per did little for him. HHe- next preached for s 
suort time among the Unitariana, deriving « 
very precarious living from that source; when 
at length the Mesere, "Vedgwood, struck by his 
talents, granted him an annuity of {15 to en- 
sble him to devote himself to study. Then be 
went to Gormany, leaving bia wite and little 
fainily to the hoepitality of Southey; and re 
turned and eettled down to the precarious life

The Amnesty Proclamation. 

I understeod that upon the consideration 
of the propored amnerty proclamation thie af- 
ternoon (the Ob) the memovers cf the Cabinet 
were unawimons, both aa to the propriety of at 
ynoe jasuin. it aud as to ita preevse terme and 
scope tiesto include a'l persons complicated 
in any manner in the late rebellion, except cer- 
tain classes of leading wen and thoee against 


} whom preceedinga are pending in the regular 


courts of the Uoited States. Of courre, the 
proclamation wi'l not extend to persone guilty 
of offenees other than those leguimately per- 
tainirg to the belligerent attitude of the southern 
states during the war, All the members of the 
Cabinet, were present, except Mr S:anberry and 
Geveral Geant, who was ill, but it ie believed he 
weuld bhava been in union with his colleagues 
had he been present. The proclamation will 
probebly be issued on Monday. 

I: ia also underetood that it ia the opinion of 
every member of the Usbinet present to-day 
that, under the Constitution, the legal eff. ct of

In our days, when slavery is aesociated very

Topping Corn. 


While we have no doubt that the corn is in 

ured by this practice, we do not hesitate to 
recommend it. We lose something in the weight 
of kernel, but gain in the fodder ; and materially 
in managing the future harvest; i: is worth 
while, perhaps, to go a little more particularly 
into the matter. 

The leaves of plane perform two importsnt 

fanctione: evaporation, which principally ia ef 
fected by the lower surfaces, and by whic) the 
water that has been absorbed by the reots and 
absorbent veesels is carried off in part, leaving 
the residue in the form of concentrated juices; 
and, second, reapiration, by which carbonic acid 
is teken into the circulation of the plaat and 
performs an important part in the conversion of 
the proper juices, and in preparing and tatur- 
ing those elements which constitute the nutri- 
tious quality of the fruit. This process must of 
oourse cease when the parte which perform the 
office are destreyed, I: would seem that such 
must be the«ffect produced by topping cora; 
and though the proper process may still go on 
by means of the few leaves that are left velow 
the topping, yet it will be feeble and partial, the 
corn will ripen by evaporation merely ; or rather, 
both the evaporation and the reepiration will be 
diminiebed, to the consequent injury of the grain, 
which will have leas of the nutritious property, 
and las weight; will be more liable to ferment, 
and to lose more in weight by the end of wixter. 
By the process named, the proper eecretions of 
the plant are in ripening rapidly converted into 
sogar; and eo far as the topping chicka the res 
piration, it would also diminish the saccharine 
quality and render the corn less agreeable to 
the taste, as well as less nutritious. But afer 
having tried both ways, we incline to the 
opinion that the loss is less to top it, tham to 
suffer the top to stand, and dry up and reslize 
the inconvenience in harvesting. — New England 
Farmer.

Gneen Tomarors (very fine)—Take them 
while quite emall and green, and put them into 
cold clarificd syrup, with an orange cut in slices 
to every two pounds of tomatoes. ([n making 
the syrup, take the weight of the fruit in sugar ) 
Simmer them gently over a slow fire for two or 
three hours. Grate the rinds and add the juice 
of two fresh lemons to every three pounds of 
preserves, and put in some bruised ginger in 
bags. If you wieh the preserves to be very eu- 
perior, take the tomatocs from the syrup when 
they bave been over the fire for three-quarters 
of an hour, and acd a quarter of a pound more 
of sugar for every pound of fruit, and, when 
boiled ard skimmed, drop in the tomatoes and 
boil till the syrup seems to have penetrated 
them. In about a week, heat the syrup boiling 
hot, and pour over them, and teal up immedia- 
‘ely. They resemble limea, thus prepared. 


Water Metron Rinnos—Cat in etripa and 
shapes, and remove the grea ekio, and beil in 
water till tender, with a teaspoonful of soda and 
a dozen peach-leaves to every two quarts of 
water. Then take out the rinds and soak them 
in alum water an hour, and afterwards boi! 
gently in strong ginger tes for an hour. Make 
a syrup of eqaal weights of the eugsr and rinds, 
and a little water, clarify it, and boil and ekim 
it. Then put in the rinds with some ginger-root 
tied io a muslin bag, and when hot take them 
out on dishes to cool, and when cold return to 
the syrup and oook until soft. Pour the syrup 
over, and after a few days boil the syrup with 
the juice of a lemon, or flavor with essence of 
lemon, and pour over the rinda whilst it ie hot 
They are then ready to put into jare. 
A New ann Exceciest Way or Paeservina 
Peacugs.—Pare, halve, and weigh the peaches, 
put them into a preeerving-kettle full of boiling 
water, and to every six pounde of fruit put a 
teaspoonful of soda. Let them boil one mivute, 
take them off, and throw them into cold water, 
and remove any dark ecum which may adhere 
to them. Make the eyrup of half a pound of 
sugar and a gill of water te every pound of 
fruit. Boil aud clarify it, and when wel! skim- 
med put in the fruit, and when half done take 
the peaches from the syrup and lay on dishes eo 
that each piece shall be separate, and let them 
get entirely cold. Then return to the boiling 
syrup and cock until done. Boil the syrup until 
ities rich, Thia preserve wil! keep for twelve 
monthe. 
It is beet to warm the jare and put in the 
preserve bot, but if the jare sre of glaas, they 
will break uuleas heated quite hot before filling 
them. 
Porato Koris —Mash a pint of Irish potatoes 
very emootbly, and put in a qaarier of a pound 
of butter whilst they are warm, ane a@ little 
ealt. Add baif a teacop of yeast, and half a 
teacup of milk, with a pint of flour. Make these 
ingreciente into a dongh, and set them to riee. 
In three or four houre they will be ready to 
make into roll, and after being ret to rise a 
second time, bake when light in a quick oven or 
stove. 
Rots Bread (Screnior) —Sift three 
quarts of flour, Take two eggs, one teacupful 
and a half of liquid yeset, two pints of Inke- 
warm water, ove tableepoontul of brown eugar, 
one of salt, and four handeful of flour taken 
from the measured flour. Beat the eggs very 
light, and make these ingredients into a smooth 
batter. After the batter is well beaten, divide 
the remaining flour into two equal parts, and 
put one part of the flour into a tin psn or 
bucket, pour in the batter, and cc vor the bitter 
with the remainder of the flour. Setit in a 
moderately warm place, and in an hour and a 
half, or when light, turn the whole out and work 
it well It may require more flour in koeading 
it Work it quickly, but not until it is cold, 
and set it to rise sgain, rubbing a little lard 
over the top of the dough. In three or four 
hours it will be ready to knead over again, and 
after i( has risen a second time, it is ready for 
beking io a qaick oven. 
If you wied rolle, work in a spoonful of lard 
during the last kneading, and mould the dough 
into small cakes. I) not keep the dough too 
warm, and it will be more flaky. 

If you wish s smaller loaf of bread, use only 
a pint and a baif of water in making up the 
batter, but do not dimirish the other ingredion's 
Mik Biscu:r—Take one pound of flour, one 
quarter of a pound of butter, eight tablerpoons- 
ful of yeast, and one half @ pist of new milk. 
Melt the butter in the milk, put ia the yeset and 
some salt, and work into the sti? paste. When 
light, knead it well, roll it out en inch thick, 
cut out with @ tambier, prick them with a fork, 
and bake in @ quick oven. ![f butter is not abun- 
dant, you may take an eighth of a pound of
